| BLACKS ARE DRIVEN OUT. 


All Ordefed to Leave Town by 
Given Time—County Au- 
thorities Refuse 
Protection. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Eldorado, June 14.—[{Special.]—The 
anti-negro crusade which has since early in 
April broken up the colored public school, 
an industrial school and farm, a colored 
church, and driven many families out of the 
county, reached a climax at Harrisburg yes- 
terday. | 

A notice was posted in several public 
Places yesterday warning all negroes in 
town—there are nearly 100 in all—to leave. 
The placard was as follows: 


All negroes in Harrisburg and vicinity 
are given until 7 o'clock tomorrow (Satur- 
day) night to leave.

The anti-negro crusade several 


began | 


months ago, but did not assume serious pro- 


portions until April. Since then negroes who 


have lived nearly all their lives in the county 
and against whose character and integrity 


there has never been a complaint, have been 
' compelled to sell their homes at a sacrifice, 
abandon their crops, give up their positions, 
leave their jobs, and seek homes elsewhere. 


Results of the Crusade. 

The public school taught by Miss Alice 
Towles has been closed, the pupils having 
been driven out of town, 

The Eldorado Normal and Industria! Insti- 
tute, conducted along the lines of Booker 
T. Washington’s celebrated school at Tus- 


kegee, Ala., has been broken up. Professor 


J. D. Alston and Professor J. B. Lott, its 
teachers, have been compelled to leave. 

The African Methodist Church building has 
been partly wrecked and its pastor, the Rev. 
Peter A. Green, is without a congregation. 

Colored men employed in various capacities 
about town have been compelled to give up 
their places to vey men and leave the 
county. 


Local Officials Refuse Protection. 

City Attorney Davidson declares point 
blank that he will do nothing to bring the 
perpetrators to justice. 

Governor Yates and Attorney General 
- Hamlin have ordered State’s Attorney Albert 
Summers of Saline County to proceed against 
the persecutors of the negroes. In fulfilling 
his orders the attorney must act without the 
support of Sheriff Samuel Barter, who has 
refused to obey orders to obtain evidence 
against the perpetrators of the unlawful acts 
at Eldorado. 

Lovers of law ani order, however, in El- 
dorado, headed by Postmaster H. M. Webber 
and in Harrisburg by Postmaster Ronalds, 
have declared in favor of the prosecution of 
the element that is attacking the negroes. 


Crusaders Are Unknown. 

The outrages against negro property are 
always perpetrated at night. No one knows, 
apparently, the leaders of the crusaders. The 
basis of the crusade is asserted by some to 
be political, and the Republicans openly as- 
sert that the agitation was started by the 
Democrats with the hope of advancing the 
campaign. As the county is Republican by 
a majority of 300 and the negroes cast a vote 
heavy enough to ttrn the scales in favor of 
the Democrats, if they could be convinced 
that the Democrats are their friends, it is 
argued that the movement found origin in 
the fertile brain of some Democratic politi- 
cian. 

The conventions of both parties were helé 
about the middle of March. Shortly after- 
wards the first Stoning took place. The mis- 
siles were directed against the house of the 
Rev. Peter A. Green, the colored Methodist 
minister. The preacher fired a shot at the 
midnight mob, which dispersed. 


Beginning of the War. 
That was the beginning of the crusade. 
Later crowds of young fellows about town 


and the adjacent country frequently visited | 


the church where Mr. Green conducted his 
services. They created several disturbances 
in the. meeting, but desiring peace he filed no 
complaints against them. Finally, the 


church was stoned, the windows broken, and 


the congregation terrified. Since that night 
his congregation has scattered and the col- 
ored pastor is without a flock.. 

The breaking up of the Normal and In- 
dustrial Institute has up to the present time 
been the most nertpns result of the anti-negro 
movement. 


Industrial Schoél Broken Up. 


The institute was established by President 
Alston under the auspices of what was called 
the Cuba Libre Industrial association. While 
it really dated its existence from last fall, the 
school did not open until March 22, 19802. 
‘A farm of twenty-four acres of excellent 
land was purchased at a cost of $1,000 of 
Hardy Towles, one-half being paid down and 
a note given for the balance. 

The -school opened with Professor Lott of 
St. Louis, a colored man of thirty years’ ex- 
Pro- 
fessor Lott devoted the majority of his time 
to the work, making his expenses by setting 
type in the office of the Saline County Re- 
publican. The eight students in the school 
increased to eleven, some of the young women 
boarding at the home of President and Mrs. 
Alston and the men at an adjoining farm- 
house. The colored population of Eldorado 
furnished two students, Charles Nunn hav- 
ing moved his family over from Unionville, 
Ky., to take advantage of the opportunity 
to give his children an education. All the 
citizens, without exception, concede that 
the students were quiet, orderly, and in- 
offensive. 

The school had a wide field from which to 
recruit, Saline County having a large col- 
ored population. Colored people in adjoining 
counties and across the river in Kentucky 
evineed considerable interest in the«future 
of the institute, which was to be conducted 
on the lines pursued by Booker Washington 
in his industrial schoot at Tuskegee, Ala. 
An excellent foundation had been established 


and with proper support the school probably 


would have been successful. 
Destroyed in One Night. 
However, the work of two years by Pres- 
ident Alston in laying the foundation ann 
’ establishing the school was destroyed in 2 
night. The act of a dozen persons practica!-

TWO DRATHS A MYSTERY. 


BODIRS OF YOUNG COUPLE FOUND 
IN LONG ISLAND SOUND, 


Theories of Murder, Suicide, and Acci- 


Ground, L. L., with Many Suspicious 
Circumstances Pointing to the First 
—Clarence Foster, Recently Mar- 
ried, and Sarah Lawrence, a Girl in 
Her the Victims. 


Good L, L., June 14.—[Special. }— 
The disappearance of Clarence Foster of this 
place and Mi8s Sarah Lawrence of New 
York on Monday last, which was a four 
days’ mystery here, was not an elopement, 
as. people had generally come to believe. 
The waters of Tiana Bay, an arm of Shin 
necock Bay, gave up the bodies of the two 
this morning, but there was little about 
either to tell the story of the night which 
came to such a tragic end. 

The only man who can tell any part of 
that story accurately is Louis Disbrow, like 
Miss Lawrence a summer boarder here, 
but he disappeared last Tuesday as soon as 
he heard of the disappearance of Foster and 
the girl, and beyond a telegram indicating 
that he was taking some steps to find the 
missing couple nothing has been heard from 
him since. 


Coroner Calls It Drowning. 

The only injury apparent on Foster's body 
was an abrasion over the right eye from 
which the blood had flowed. There were no 
signs of violence about Miss Lawrence. Cor- 
oner Nugent and several local physicians ex- 
amined the bodies this afternoon, and they 
came to the conclusion that death was due to 
drowning, and that no murder had been com- 
mitted. 
_ However, the father, mother, and wife of 

young Foster, a handsome, athletic young 
fellow in life, declare he was murdered, and 
demand that Disbrow be found and arrest- 
ed. In their grief and excitement they in- 
dulged in extravagant charges, which noth- 
ing yet revealed seems to warrant. 

The sentiment of the village is strongly 
with them, however, and Coroner Nugent 
said tonight that he would place the case in 
the hands of District Attorney Cox tomor- 
row. 

Reason for Suspecting Companion. 

; The belief that Disbrow may have had 
something to do with the death of the young 
people is based more on the peculiar rela- 
tions the two men and the girl bore to 
one another than to the slight signs of vio- 
dence apparent om the bodies. Disbrow and 
Foster cordially hated each other, and yet 
on this night they joined in a night of rather 
reckless frolicking with a young woman 
they both admired. 

, Both men were married. Disbrow had not 
been living with his wife, and he and Miss 
Lawrence were together a great deal. Fos- 
ter came on the scene, and there is no doubt 
that Miss Lawrence developed a liking for 
him, which was anything but pleasing to 
Disbrow. 

, Finally Disbrow and Foster quarreled bit- 
terly ‘at the Ternell] House just before the 
latter and Miss Lawrence started across the 
bay in a rowboat on the trip which cost 
them their lives. Whether Disbrow started 
awey with them on that trip or whether he 
off in the boat and then@eturned 
to the hotel is a thing he alone can tell. 


Only One Returns to Hotel. 

‘The voice of Miss Lawrence inviting them 
to come along was heard plainly from the 
hotel, but no one heard Disbrow’'s answer, 
and no one has been found who saw him re- 
turn to the hotel, although he showed up at 
breakfast the next morning. { 

Those who think that Foster and the girl 
met with foul play point to the fact that 
Foster was the most expert swimmer in this 
part of Long Island. In view of this, and 
the fact that Foster's body was found less 
than 300 yards from shore, many people are 
convinced that he ang the girl were mur- 
dered. 

Coincident with the finding of the bodies 
the facts of the night of merrymaking that 
came to a fatal ending have become known. 

Sarah Lawrence was 17 years old and 

pretty. She was fonder of good times by 
night and by day than the people of this 
proper little temperance village thought 
‘right, but so far as Was known she had been 
guilty of no wrongdoing outside of a perfect 
i willingness to coquette with any good look- 
ing man, without regard to his condition in 
life. Her escapades with Disbrew and Fos- 
ter, a recently married man, showed this. 


Daughter of Prominent Family. 
She was the daughter of John S. Lawrence, 
a nephew of Sufffeme Court Justice Law- 
rence of New York and an officer of the 


Guaranty Trust company of 144 Broadway. 


She and her mother have been coming here 
for years. The girl was well known here- 
abouts by the nickname of “ Dimples” or 
‘“Dimp,” given her because of the dimples 
in her cheeks and chin. 

Four weeks ago she and her mother came 
here for the summer, Miss Lawrence hav- 
ing recently been graduated from a convent 
at Mount Vernon. They put up atthe Ocean 
View House on Shinnecock Bay. Disbrow 
came here shortly afterward and put up at 
the Ternell House, about a mile across the 
bay from the Ocean View. Hespent much of 
his time with Miss Lawrence and their ap- 
parent fondness for one another’s society 
led to a rumor that they were engaged to be 
married. It was not known. then, but devel- 
oped today, that Mrs. Lawrence had opposed 
Disbrow’s coming to see her daughter and 
had, in fact, ordered him more than once not 
to call on her. The girl, however, encour- 
aged him to come. | 


_ Foster Only Recently Married. 

, Foster was 25 years of age. He was re- 
cently married, and he and his wife came 
from New York about two weeks ago,' in- 
tending to spend the summer with Mr. Fos-~ 
ter’s grandmother. 

‘On Monday night Miss Lawrence met Dis- 
brow and Foster and went with them to 
‘Wells’ livery stable, in Good Ground, where 
a rig was hired. From there the trio drove 
to Ternell’s Hotel, on Shinnecock Bay, 
where it is said they spent several hours 
in dancing and singing. On leaving the 
hotel, about 2 o’clock on Tuesdayanorning, 
it is thought the girl and her companions 
drove to the shore of the bay, and that Fos- 
ter hired a boat for himself and Miss Law- 
rence, and that Disbrow left them there. 
| Foster and Miss Lawrence started in the 
boat from Squire’s dock, evidently intending 
to row around to the Ocean View dock, about 
half a mile away. Next day the boat was 
found floating in the bay half full of water 
and with one oar missing, but there was no 
trace of Foster and the girl. 

| Disbrow took the livery rig back, went to 
his hotel for breakfast, and then left town.

Lying in double irons, with an armed 
guard pacing the deck over his head, William 
Butler, United States navy fireman, detailed- 
to the Naval Militia training ship Dorothea, 
is confined in the stuffy brig of the ship. He 
is charged with assaulting Lieutenant Com- 
mander Charles Tuttle, executive officer of 
the first ship’s crew, while in Randolph 
street near Michigan avenue last Monday 


Every effort has been made by Commander 
Tuttle to keep the affair sécret. 


Tll Will of Long Standing. 

The trouble between Commander Tuttle 
and Butier is the climax of considerable ill 
will between the two meh. It is said the rank 
and file of the naval militia have had no 
particular affection for Mr. Tuttle, and the 
} treatment accorded to the fireman has 
brought the feeling to such a point that some 
of the eniisted men have declined to act as 
Butler's guard. The result is that the two 
men who were detailed originally to “that 
duty have been compelled to serve all the 
week. 

Just what will be the outcome no one will 
sey, but Butler is popular with his mates and 
they have declared that they wiil see to it 
that he receives fair treatment at the court- 
martial, which will be held during the com- 
lug week under the direction of Captain

Encounter on the Street. 

It is said that Butler went ashore on Mon- 
day morning, and on his way back to the 
Dorothea met Commander Tuttle near the 
Public Library Building. 
Butler back to the boat, and an interchange 
of words followed. Tuttle was not in uni- 
form, although Butler was. The conversa- 
tion grew heated, and Butler, who is a pow- 
erful man, struck twice at the officer. 
Whether the commander was actually struck 
is not certain, but he called for the police, 
and Butler disappeared. 

Commander Tuttle, it appears, at once went 
to the police and asked for Butler’s arrest. 
He was found late in the afternoon by the 
police of the North Halsted Street Station 
and locked up. That evening Commander 
Tuttle, with Harry Dodd, first-class gunner 
of the first division of the @rew, and John 
Schaeffer,- master at arms, went to the po- 
lice station and asked that Butler be turned 
over to them. Butler refused to go, saying 
that Tuttle had no authority to take him, 
and threw himself on the mercy of Lieuten- 
ant Stift. 


Subdued After a Struggle. 

He was finally.prevailed on to go, and 
then Commander Tuttle ordered Dodd and 
Schaeffer to put the irons on him. 

“No, you don’t,”’ said Butler. *‘ You can’t 
put those things on me.” 

On Commander Tuttle’s orders, however, 
Dodd and Schaeffer threw themselves on the 
prisoner, and were violently thrown back. 
They struggled for ten minutes before But- 
ler was finally secured, and he was taken to 


he was loaded into a boat, with the shackles 
still on, hauled aboard the ship, and confined

Dodd was detailed to guard him ~— the 
night, and E. Hodgson, a seaman of the first 
division, was made day watch.

Excitement Among the Men, 

A relief for the two men was asked on 
Wednesday night, when the militia was be- 
ing drilled in the armory at 20 Michigan 
avenue, but no one would volunteer, and 
there was no attempt on the part of the 
other officers to compel any one to serve. 
After the drill was over there was no other 
subject discussed among the men, butit was 
decided to wait for developments.

SHOOTS HIMSELF ON TRAIN. 


G. E. L. Gilbert of St. Louis Commits 


Suicide While Returning Home 
from Chicago. 


Carlinville, Ill., June 14.—[Special.)—G. E. 
L. Gilbert of St. Louis, a well-known busi- 
ness-man, shot himself on a Chicago and 
Alton train north of this city this evening 
and died at Virden. The shooting took place 
in the chair car, which was crowded with 
women, and created a panic. He did not re- 
gain consciousness and only spoke once, say- 
ing: ‘“ Kill me.”" Gilbert was about 30 years 
old. well dressed, and had boarded the train 
at Chicago.

| Dr. Harper Announces Plan 


_ for Seqnestration and Ob- 
 .jections Are Raised. 


| FATE OF COEDS IN DOUBT. 


That They Will Study by 


Sequestration,” which is an unpopular 
word at the University of Chicago at present, 


is to play an important. part in the future 
development of the institution. 

President Harper at the alumni banquet 
last night told the graduates just how far 
the faculty has progressed in its plans for 
separation and just what things are being } 


held under consideration. | 
According to plans which have been agreed 


on, there will be three divisions of the stu- | 
dents and three geographical districts on the } 


university grounds. One division will be 
composed of seniors and graduate students, 
another of men in classes below the senior, 
and another of women in the lower classes. 

One feature of student life in a coeduca- 
tional school/will pass away with the execu- 
tion of this plan. There will be a separate 
quadrangle for the young women and an- 
other for the men. 

The still broader qudstion of whether the 
separation shall be made in the courses of in- 
struction—making practically a college for 
men and a college for women-—has yet to be 
decided on definitely. The radically inclined 
declared that this action will be taken. , 


Geography of the Scheme. — 
Geographically the seniors and graduates 
will have the center of the university 
grounds. Their “ squad’’ will be the center 
of the university. The women’s “ squad” 
will consist of two blocks to the east of the 
central space. The men will have two 
blocks to the west. ; 


. Already there is serious opposition to this 


plan among the students, men and women, 
graduates and undergraduates. If the rad- 
ical plan of complete separation be decided 
on this opposition is expected to grow pro-- 
portionately. The opposition already has 
taken the form of resolutions of — protest, 
and these resolutions have been presented to 
President Harper. The resolutions declare 
that the new plan means “social vivisec- 
tion.’”’ 

The junior faculty has taken the radical 


position, and yesterday recommended to the |. 


higher ruling bodies of the university that 


‘the men and women be complétely separated 


or @o far as possible in all junior classes. 
This was not announced by President Har- 
per last night. He confined himself to the 
statement that the three divisions of stu- 
dents would be made and that complete 
separation in studies might follow. 


3 Harper Explains the Plan. 

“The university has outgrown its build- 
ings,”’ he said. “ There is no room in the 
chemical laboratory for students. No more 
can be received in the physical laboratory. | 
All buildings are overcrowded, and we have 
reached the point where meastires must be 
adopted. We might close the university to 
additional students and not allow any more 
to enter, but that is not a course which 
should be adopted. é 

“ Among the many plans which have been 
suggested is this one of dividing the uni-| 
versity and separating the seniors and grad- 
uates from the fower classes. It has been | 
suggested that the graduates might he 
dropped, but there is not one of us wh 
would consent to that. ‘ 

* Practical unanimity has been given to 
the proposition to put the seniors and grad- 
uates in the center of the grounds, the youn 
women in classes below senior tn two blocks | 


| to the east, and the men in two blocks to 


the west, each tn their own quadrangle. 

“Whether this separation shall be made 
in studies as well as in living quarters is a 
question yet to be settled. It is the crisis 
.n the history of the university. Progress 
for the next hundred years will follow the 
lines we adopt now. 

“The erection of buildings is awaiting 
the decision. We cannot build the woman’s 
gymnasium until we have decided on the 
plan for the girl’s quadrangle.: Other build- 
ings will have to await this decision.” 


Says It Is an Outrage. 

“The action of the Junior College faculty 
is an outrage against the progressiveness 
of the twentieth century and is an attempt 
to revive at this age of civilization the mo- 
nastic life of the middle ages,”’ said Jenkin 
Lioyd Jones last evening. “ It is the result 
of a sad reactionary tendency which is 
bound to be sooner or later utterly over- 
thrown. 

“The faculty has been influenced in its 
action by the promise of $1,500,000 on condi- 
tion that ft take such action. The tendencies 
to represent the man side of the college 
have simply overcome all ideas of right and 
wrong and of justice to the woman side. : 

“ The arguments for two entirely noncoed- 
ucational institutions have weight, but it is 
ridiculous for a single college government 
to attempt to administer the affairs of, a 
woman's university and a man’s university 
at time.

‘HEARS EVIDENCE. 


Solicitor General States in London 
Court That the Accused Commanded 
a Regiment and Actively Fought 
Against British Troops—Took Oath 
of Allegiance as a Full Burgher — 
Appealed to Compatricts in Ireland 
to Take Service Under Green Flag. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
lonel Arthur Lynch, 
who was elected a member of Parliamem for 
Galway City while fighting in the Boer army, 
and who was arrested upon his return to 
England on Thursday last, was arraigned in 
Bow street police court today on a charge 
of treason. Sir Edward Carson, Solicitor 
General, represented the crown and Charles 
Russell, son of the late Lord Chief Justice, 
appeared for the defendant. | 
Sir Edward Carson, Solicitor General, in 
opening for the prosecution, alluded briefly 
to Colonel Lynch’s Australian birth, his resi- 
dence in Paris, and his departure thence to 
the Transvaal in January, 1900. 


Case for the Prosecution. 


“The case for the prosecution,”’ said Sir 
Edward, “‘ will be that on arriving in south 
Africa Lynch took service with the Trans- 
vaal government, raised a regiment, of 
which he acted as commander, to fight in 


| behalf of the Boers and actively fought 


against General Buller’s operations, 


“ “Lynch was in Pretoria on Jan. 15, 1900,” 


licitor General continued, ‘‘ and wrote 
Transvaal authorities notifying them 
of his desire to take up arms. On Jan. 18 
he signed a field cornet’s certificate, de- 
scribing himself as an Irishman, a British 
subject, and born in Australia, but declar- 
ing his willingness to fight for the South 
African republic in order to maintain and 
defend its independence.

DELAY IN NAMING ARCHBISHOP.

Their marriage, according to the girl, was 
the wish of their parents, 

Mrs. Fleck showed great cemposure at 
the inquest until the verdict was read, » 
then she broke down and cried. During th 
examination her answers were ready and 
given in a firm voice. Even in the recital 
of the incidents of the tragedy she retained 
her composure.

NEW. PLAN TO DISTRIBUTE THE 


‘STER ARTICLE.

Commission to Consider the Propost- 
tion of Breeting Booths in Districts 

Where the Poore? Classes May Be 
Supplied at Minimum Cost—Secheme 
Is Outlined by Seoretary 
Dairy Asks for an Inspection of Its 

Plant by the City Authorities. 


A -proposition to equip small parks and 
playgrounds with smal! booths, where steril- 


ized milk may be distributed at a minimum 
cost, is being considered by the members 
of the Small Parks commission of the City 
Council. 

In this manner it is hoped to increase the 
effectiveness of the work now carried on by 
the Northwestern University Social Settle- 
ment from the settlement house at Noble 


and Augusta streets. 


ts 

Secretary A. W. O'Neill of the commission 
is of the opinion that a greater number of 
people can be reached In this manner than 
in any other way. The small parks and play- 
grounds are the natural center for the poorer 
classes during the heated term, when the. 
danger from impure milk is greatest. 
having the milk for sale in booths on these 
grounds the mothers may be able to obtain 
it for their children without great effort, and 
the supply spread over a much larger terri- 
tory than would be possible from the set- 
tlement house. 

Milk at Cost Price. 

“It would be proper to furnish this milk. 
at the bare cost and the expense of distribu~- 
tion,” said Mr: O'Neill in outlining the plan. 
“It seems to me that it would be a valuable 
acquisition to the usefulness of the small 
parks, for they are intended principally for 
the children, and good food helps the chil- 
dren as much as a chance to breathe fresh 


‘* The expense of building the booths would 
not be large, and the only cost would be the 
hire of an attendant for each place. In ad- 
dition to furnishing sterilized milk in bottles 
it might be kept on draft, which would in- 
crease the consumption materially. 

“Jt seems to me that the distribution of 
pure milk is not outside of the proper line, 


for small parks. There are few milk dealers, 
who seli sterilized milk, and they could not, 


raise the cry of * city competition.’ ” 


Dairy Asks for Inspection. 

As @ result of the Health department’s ef- 
forts to bring about a thorough dairy inspec- 
tion the Bowman Dairy company has re- 
quested Chief Milk Inspector Grady to make 
an investigation of its stables, herds, and 
méthods. The plant of the company is at 
Elburn, Iil., forty-four miles from Chic 
on the Northwestern railroad. Mr. Grady 
will make the inspection during this week, 
anh it is hoped that many other dairymen 
will come into line within a few weeks.

a resolution introduced by Alderman Dever

Two Ward Delegation Wrangles. 

There was trouble at once: The Seven- 
teenth Ward got into a wrangle, which it 
kept up all the rest of the day, and when 
the Thirty-second Ward- was called Fish 
Murray announced himself as the 
choice of the ward for committeeman. It 
had happened that on the count in the pri- 
maries the night before. the judges had 
given the fish inspector the deciding district 
of the ward, where the vote was a tie, but

Murray insisted that the dispute ought to 
be sent to the committee for settlement, 
but Brennan stood by his demand that the 
Celegation be polled, and, after some hesi- 
tency, it was done, Brennan having waived 
the order of the court seating his delegates 
in the face of Chairman Webb and Secretary 
Michael J. Doherty.

Mr. Childs made the same d .for the 
“regular order” when the chairman an- 
nounced that the next nomination would be 
that of Probate Court Clerk, but he received 
no satisfaction and Louis Altpeter was nom- 
inated quicker that Mr. Rohe had been. 

The convention by this time had got itself 
into such cenfusion that when the Secretary

That was the end of attempts to break the 
slate, and Thomas Barrett w nominated 
for Sheriff by acclamation, and a’ regolu- 
tion selecting ten County Commissioners 
sent through in a hurry. A statement was 
sent out last evening that this resolution 
also contained the name of Rollin B. Organ 
for President of the Board of County Com- 
missioners as well as candidate for Commis- 
sioner in the South Town. The recollection 
of the people who heard it read, however, 
was that the nomination far this office had 
been inadvertently omitted, but not much 
attention was paid to it, as it wasa difficulty 
which probably could be cured.

The platform commits the party in Cook 
County to a policy of rigorous economy in 
all public expenditure, declares in favor of 
municipal ownership of all public utilities, 
the initiative and referendum, and the direct. 
nomination of all candidates for public office 
by direct ballot at the primaries, and de- 
mands that the Legislature of Illinois shah, 
at the earliest possible day, enact laws to 
inaugurate these reforms. The election of 
United States Senators by direct vote of the 
People is also favored. |

tion as “‘ negligent or corrupt in shifting the 
burdens of taxation from the shoulders of 
the great corporations to those of the peo- 
ple,’’ the platform makes the following de- 
mands: | 

** We demand that the law, as laid down in 
the teachers’ case and affirmed by the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois, requiring all corpo- 
rations to pay taxes upon’the fair cash 
value of their capital stock and franchises 
as well as wpon their tangiite property 
should be rigorously enforced. 


Consolidation of Taxing Bodies. 


Consolidation of all taxing bodies within 
the limits of the City of Chicago and the 
concentration of government under a single 
executive head is favored, and the existing 
justice shop system. is condemned as afford- 
ing “frequent occasion for the perversion 
of law, the miscarriage of justice, and the 
robbery and oppression of the poor.’’ In the 
interest of reform the platform recommends 
a system -of municipal courts of record, 
whose officials shall be compensated by sal- 
aries instead of fees, and demands that the 
office of constable shall be abolished and the 
transferred to municipal court 


Interest on Public Funds. 

On the question of salary and perquisites 
for public officials the platform contains the 
following declaration: 

“We declare that all interest accruing 
upon the people’s money in the hands of the 
people’s tax collectors and treasurers of 
right belong to the people, and that such 
officials should recelve no more or other 
pay or perquisite for their services than the 
salary fixed by law. We declare in favor 
of such future legislation as will make this 
salary commensurate with the responsibil- 
ities of the office; we demand that, hereafter, 
ali interest earned upon funds in the hands 
of Tax Collectors or Treasurers, whethe: 


county, city, or town, shall be accounted for 


and paid into the Treasury entitled to re- 
ceive it | 

“We condemn the custom of giving the 
Sheriff of this county perquisites or com- 
pensation other than the salary allowed by 
law, and we demand such legislation by the 
Board of County Commissioners that, 
whether paid by contract or by appropria- 
tion, this official shall neither charge to nor 
receive from the county for board of pris- 
oners in the County Jafl more than the ac- 
tual and necessary cost and expenses there- 
of; and we further demand of this official 
that he make semi-annual statements of 
such cost and’ expense under oath to the 
proper authorities.’ | 


Civil Service System. 


Legislation is demanded which will place 
all employés of the State, including those of 
public charities and public parks, ‘‘ under a 
sound civil service system.’ A further de- 
mand is made that the administration of the 
existing civil service laws of Cook County 
shall be made “ effective in all departments 
of the county government.”’ 

The adoption of the merit system, as ap- 
plied to the administration of the city’s 
public schools is demanded in the county 
schools. | 

Arbitration of Labor Disputes. 

The eighth plank of the platform deals witb 
the labor question as follows: | 

“We deprecate the palpably growing 
breach between capital and labor, particu- 
larly manifest in Cook County. We believe 
such conflict chiefly due to the rapacity of 


trusts, which rob consumers with one hand 
and labor with the other. To ameliorate 
such. conflict we demand of the State Legis- 
lature the passage at the earliest possible 
day of an act to make more effectual the 
principle of arbitration.” | |

CAUCUS IS LONG AND STORMY. 


It Lasts from 1:30 Till 8 A. M. 
at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel. 


The caucus which formed the slate ratified 
at the convention was in session at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel from 1:30 to 8 o’clock 
yesterday morning. Mayor Harrison pre- 
sided, and the gathering had a somewhat 
ter pestuous time. :

JOHN W. GATES RAISES $22,000 IN 
NEW YORK. 


Financier Who Already Has Given Lib- 
erally to the Project Persuades 
Former Residents of Chicago to 
Swell the Sum-—Site Is Chosen at St. 
Charles, Where Six Hundred Acres 
of Land Have Been Secured—List of 
Week’s Givers, 


John W. Gates, who has pledged himself 
to give $30,000 toward establishing the 
Rural Home for Boys in Illinois, notified 
Henry E. Weaver yesterday that he had 
secured $22,000 more in subscriptions from 
friends in New York. 

When Mr. Gates returned to New York 
from Chicago recently after agreeing to 
help out the home with a smal! fortune, he 
was enthusiastic over theidea. He went to 
his quarters at the Waldorf-Astoria, and 
the next day he began buttonholing former 
Chicago men who now reside in the Hastern 
metropolis. He wanted money, he explained, 
and he got it. 

This notice came to Mr. Weaver only a 
few hours after he had closed the deal which 
gives to the home a site composed of two 
farms near St. Charles, Ill, including the 
Wilson property. It was contingent on the 
selection of the Wilson place that Mr. Gates 
agreed to give $20,000 in addition to a 
former pledge, making his total gift $80,000, 
exclusive of the $22,000 which he has raised.

CLOSE CALL FORAPPLEBY 


WINKFIELD’S FINISH DECIDES 
‘THE CLARK STAKES. 


Colored Jockey Fairly Lifts Hildreth’s 
- Colt First. to the Wire a Neck Before 
the Lighter Weighted Wyeth, on 
Whom Lyne Delays His Run Too 
Long—Latter Better Under the Con- 
ditions—Boney Boy Turns Another 

- Aerobatic Feat, Finishing Last. 


Jockey Winkflield won the M. Lewis Clark 
Stakes with Lucien Appleby at Harlem yes- 
terday. The horse and not’ the jockey gen- 
erally receives the credit when it wins an im- 
portant event, but in this case the jockey 
carried away the honors, 

Never since donning the pigskin has Wink- 
field put up such a powerful, and vigorous 
ride as on Sam Hildreth’s consistent -colt 
and Derby aspirant yesterday. Beaten to 
all appearances less than .a-sixteenth from 
home, Winkfleld plied. the whip, dug. in the 
spurs, fairly lifted his. mount along, and 
was rewarded by beating out the fast coming 
Wyeth by a neck. It was a proud victory 
for both horse and jockey, and the large 
crowd showed its appreciation with libers: 
applause. 

The race.stamps Lucien Appleby as one 
of.the best 3-year-old colts:in heavy going 
in-the-West and makes him a sure starter in 
the Derby. 

The heavy condition of: the -track robbed 
the event-of much of its ‘interest. On Fri- 
day ten of the eleven that had entered were 
considered sure starters, but the rains which 
fell during ‘the night-and the early morning 
left the track sticky and holding and caused 
the blue pencil to be run through the names 
of Andy Williams. Belle’s Commoner, Owen- 
ton, Henry Zitt, Moabina, McChesney, and’ 
Lord Quex. 


Four Left in the Stake. 

This left Marcos, Harry New, Wyeth; and 
Lucien Appleby to struggle through the mud 
for the stake. Harry Néw, because of his 
win in the Latonia Derby, and.Lucien Ap- 
pleby were the weight carriers, each being 
loaded with 120 pounds. Marcos was in at 
eight pounds less, while Wyeth got in with 
109. 
The weight, it was thought, would hamper 
Harry; and I,ucien. Still they réceived con- 
siderable play. Wyeth, however,. was ‘the 
most fancied because of his liking for the 

oing, and on account of his light weight. In 
this the students showed good judgment, as 
Drake’s colt was undoubtedly, the best at 
the weights, but these same students over- 
looked the fact that Winkflield is a twenty- 
pound better boy than Lyne, at least in that 
important event yesterday. 

Of the four starters, Marcos was the ex- 
treme outsider in the betting, while Lucien 
and Wyeth were the first and second choices 
respectively. Harry New was the quickest 
at barrier rise, but his lead was short lived, 
as Marcos, full of early run, quickly took 
command and opened up several gaps on 
the light .weighted Wyeth. . 

Appleby Trails to: Last Turn. 

Appleby, who left the post third, played 
the role of trailer on the backstretch, but 
rounding the last turn he was sent along by 
Winkfield, and went by. Wyeth in a jiffy. 
Marcos seemed to have had enough of it 
before reaching the last quarter, and fell an 
easy victim to the combination, Appleby and 
Winkfield. 

Lyne, at this part of the journey, held the 
light weighted Wyeth back in third place, 
instead of shooting him to the front, as was 
expected. By so doing.he permitted Wink- 
fleld to secure a lead of over two lengths 
space. Winkfleld, on the other hand,made 
the most of the advantage he gained by 
catching Lyne napping by keeping his mount 
going at top speed. And it was well he did, 
as Lyne awoke to the situation. when 
straightened out for home and began eating 
up space. Slowly but surely the daylight be- 
tween him and Winkfield was decreasing, 
and 100 yards out he looked all over a win- 
ner. Lucien was dying away, and just.as 
the crowd began to yell, “ Wyeth wins,’

Rain or shine, there will be a field of high 
class, entirely competent to hold the at- 
tention of racing men all over the United 
States as well as of those who go to see 
only one race in the year—the Derby.

But for all that, there ts keen disappoint-

There is McChesney, one of 
the two favorites in the first betting an- 
nounced in the winter book on the Derbv 
months ago. McChesney has been here for 
weeks. His owner, 8. C. Hildreth, has 
steadfastly refrained from racing his colt 
in overnight races. in which the youngster 
might have picked up several thousand 
dollars by this time, for fear the colt might 
meet with some injury which would inter- 
fere with his Derby prospects.

have been schooled to the hour. But there 
Nave not been.three successive days all 
spring in which McCheaney could be worked, 
and while the remaining week may serve to 
give the son of Macduff sufficient prepars- 
tion, It {s practically certain the Hildreth’s 
star colt will not be In his best condition by 
the hour of the Derby.

HETTY G. AGAIN CHANGES GAIT 
AND RESUMES TROTTING. 


Case of Animal Which for Four Sea- 

. sons Was Trained as a Trotter and 

Later Took a Record of 2:10 as & 

Pacer Not Remarkable—Conversion 

le Uncommon — George Castle Has 

an Interesting String of Charges 
This Season. :

Eastern newspapers are commenting upon 
the fact, as something out of the ordinary, 
that John Kelly has converted the well- 
known pacing mare Hetty G., 2:05%, to the 
trot, and that she recently stepped a mile fn 
2:15 at the Empire City track at that style 
of going. 
‘The facts in the case are that until three 
years ago Hetty G. was 4 trotter pure and 
simple, and had been trained for a matter | 
of four years at that gait. When Hetty 
made her start in the summer of 1899 as a 
pacer, and won five or six races in the late 
summer and fall on the Illinois circuit, tak- 
ing a recoré.just below 2:10, she performed 
with much consistency at the gait. She had 
such a turn of speed, and was so reliable, 
albeit she wore “the straps,’ that no ofle 
unacquainted with the facts in the case 
would have imagined she had ever known 
any other mode of progression. 

The following spring the mare made her 
first start at the Detroit grand circuit meet- 
ing in the 2:10 pace. The entries numbered 
a lot of horses*known to be of high class, 
end before the etart it was so well known 
in certain circles that the Tennessee mare 
the speed of the party, that she sold 
even after two heats had been 
laid up by her. Then she won in a romp, 
subsequently reducing her mark to 2:05% 
over the fast track at Columbus, O. 


Hetty G. Started as a Trotter. 


After Hetty G. had become a pacing celeb- 
rity, Doug Thomas, who drove and trained 
the mare, told me her history. She was by 
a trotting stallion, a son of Egbert, and 
there was nothing in her blood lines that 
would make a man pick the mare for a pacer. 
On the contrary, she looked like a trotter, 
and had natural speed at that gait at an early 
age. Thomas said she did not make s 
fast, and that he trained her four full 
sons. before she looked like good enotigh 
material to go to the races with. All this 
time she was a trotter, and in the spring of 
1889 had been, I think, entered in some stakes 
for horses of that gait. 

One morning Thomas noticed that Hetty 
wanted to pace, but paid little attention to 
that fact, double-gaited horses being com- 
mon enough in the harness world. She got 
worse instead of better, however, and, 
finally, after a workout in which ‘she had 
stepped some miles, trotting, a trifle better 
than 2:30, and had done the last quarter of one 
of them at a 2:15 clip, the mare changedinto 
a nice pace, and from that time on she was 
allowed to have her own way as tothe matter 

of gait. She made speed rapidly at the pace, 

but the years of training as «~ irviter were 
not without a result, and it soon became ap- 
parent that in order to be sure the marg 
would pace all the time it would be neces- 
sary to equip her with asetofhopples. They 
- Were not tight ones, even at the start, and in 

a little while she wore them so looge that to 

the uninitiated it would seem they were alto- 

gether superfiuous, but thie is common with 
pacers ‘that will not go without the straps. 

Although Hetty’s “‘ suspenders ’’ never even 


wore the hair fram her legs, she was quick 


to notice their absence and would “ fee! for 

them.” as horsemen say, if an attempt to 

start her up was made when they were gone. 
Butler Purchases the Mare. 

When James Butler, who had in the mean- 

time bought the mare for $7,000, decided to 

. reduce his racing stable at the close of the 
campaign of 1000, he had two great pacers 
fm Anaconda and Hetty G. McHenry, who 
had driven both of them in their best: per- 
formances,. was confident the mare could 
beat the gelding, and also that she could 
easily take the record for pacers of her sex. 
Other horsemen viewed the matter in the 
same light, and so Butler sent Anaconda to 

4 the auctions, although his record was the 
fastest, and kept the mare. Scott McCoy 
haa her.in hand when the campaign of 1901 
began. 

There is no better man with any sort of a 
harness horse than McCoy, but in spite of 
his skill it was soon evident that Hetty G. 
was not goihg to continue a sensational! 
pacer and that she did not have the speed 
shown in previous campaigns. A change 
of drivers made no improvement, and Hetty 
went to the Butler farm considerably dis- 
credited. Last winter John Kelly, who had 
previously driven,the Butler horses, again 
took them in hatld. He knew that Hetty 
G. had shown speed at the trot in her 
younger days, and inasmuch as she failed 
in, the 2:06 pacing class last year he deter- 
mined to let her go back to her original 
gait. She took to it kindly, required noth- 
ing but normal weight on the front feet to 
step away good gaited, and last week a 
mile in 2:15 showed that she will be a hard 
proposition to crack in the green trotting 
classes, as her racing experience will be 
valuable when it comes to the rea) contest 
for the money. . 


Horses Make Records at Both Gaits. 


A number of horsas inat were above the 
ordinary in speed have made creditable rec- 
ords at both the trot and pace, and more 
would be doing it every year were it not 
for the fact that In these days there is 
little inducement to make trotters out of 
pacers. Formerly, when 2:20 trotters were a 
scarce article, and pacers of that speed were 
relatively common, a good deal of “ con- 

was done. But now notrotter that 

fs unable to beat 2:15 has any chance to 

| win money, even at the minor meetings, 
and in practically every instance the money- 
winning trotter takes naturally to that gait. 
The first trotting stailion to beat 2:20, Smug- 
gler, was a converted pacer, and his cham- 
pion record of 2:15% stcod unbeaten for 
seven years, but since that time all the cham- 
pion. stallions at the trot have been natural 
trotters. 

Jay-Eye-See is still the most notable ex- 
ample of speed at both gaits. He held the 
trotting record for 4-year-olds, 2:19, then 
became the champion trotter of the world, 
with a mark of 2:10, being also the first 
horse to trot a mile in that time. He finally, 
when unsound and outelassed as a trotter, 
paced in 2:06%, with little preparation and 
an amateur driver in the sulky. Minnie R. 
was another good example of the facility 
with which some horses exchange one gait 
for the other. -As a trotter she took a rec- 
ord of 2:19, under the management of 
“ Knapsack" McCarthy, and became out- 
classed. Then John Splan took her in hand, 
ard Aiscovered that she was a fast pacer.

He campaigned her one season at that gait, 
gave her 1 a mark of 2:16%, and then hitched 
her double with a runner and went a mile 
in 2:08% over the Garfield Park track, in 
this city. Down in Texas some years ago 
there was a horse known to fame as Reno's 
Baby that took a standard record at both 
the pace and trot in one week. 1 | 

Case Is Not Remarkable, 

‘The work, of Hetty G., therefore, is not 
remarkable, but her future work as a trot- 
ter will be watched with unusual interest 
by horsemen from the. fact that she was 
such a sensationally fast pacer. Sometimes 
horses that are double gaited to the extent 
of being able te race pretty well at both 
ways of going are not so game at one as, 
the other. An-exception to this rule:was the 
stallion Heir-at-Law, which died the other 
day. He took a trotting record of 2:12, was’ 
then put to pacing, and scored 2:06% at the 
new gait, racing well and gamely no matter 
whether pitted against troters or pacers.. 
Another Village Farm-bred horse, the geld- 
ing Scapegoat, now owned by George Castle 
of this city, is likewise good at either gait. 
He was originally a trotter, and on account 
of his blood lines was highly thought of, 
being by .Heir-at-Law, the double gaited 
stallion, and out of the dam of the trotter 
Nightingale, 2:08. | eS 

Scapegoat did not take kindly to track 
work, however, and the.Hamlins were glad 
to sell him to Castle for a song. He was put 
to pacing, and the late George West drove 
him to a record of 2:11 at that gait. Now he 
is trotting again, and last fall I saw him 
turn the Memphis track in 2:16. rather 
handily with a 200-pound man in the sulky 
and no effort being made to see how well 
he could go. 

There is a good lot of trotters and pacers 
in training at the West Side half-mile track 
on Twelfth street, and, unless present indi- 
cations fail, most of them will perform well 
when it comes to going for the money in real 
contests. 

Castle String Is Prominent. 

Of course, the Castle string is the most 
prominent, being the largest, and having 
among its members a number of horses that 
have shown to be high class in every respect. 
Mr: Castle does his own training, every horse 
being worked under his personal supervision, 
and he and Assistant Briggs are kept busy 
four afternoons in the week on the track. 
Castle is a most methodical man, and Si 
picked up the principles of training faster 
than any man I ever saw. He believes the 
only true way to prepare a trotter or pacer 
is by following a fixed plan, which has been 
shown to be in the majority of cases a safe 
one. The result is when it comes time to go 
to the races the Castle horses are in the pink 
of condition and always get their share of 

- The .@table'e first start will be early in 
July, but the exact place where the initial 
trot or pace of the season will be contested 
has not been selected, although the chances 
favor St. Joseph, Mo. At present the dozen 
horses in ¢4he string are going miles around 
2:30, although the pair of fast pacers, Will- 
jam Mac and Sherman Clay, both of which 
have records better than 2:06, have been 
the distance in.2:25.

Horses Are Worked Twice a Week. 


going three heats on one of the days and 
five on the other. Horses that were worked 
yesterday for the first time this season in 
2:25 will get five heats next Wednesday, one 
of them being a slow, or opening up, mile in 
about 2:40, with four more around the 2:25 
notch to follow.

Every 
trotter or pacer has his own traps, and they 
are right where a finger can be asa on them 
at a moment's notice. | 


Method Is Strictly en 


There is a strict following of method in 
every department of the work. When Castle 
and Briggs set out to work a pair of horses 
the former knows just how fast those horses 
went the last time they were out, and he 
decides. what rate of speed shall be attained 
on the present occasion. And they trot or 
pace right to that notch. When they come 
from the track to the stables there is no 
waiting and no confusion. Everything nec- 
essary for the care of the horses Is ready, 
and the caretakers are on hand and alert. 
Bach move is made with celerity and with 
a deftness born of experience.’ After the 
harness has been removed and the horse 
scraped he is taken by a groom and walked 
in order that the cooling out process may be 
gradual and normal. In the meantime an- 
other pair has been harnessed and Cast! 
and Briggs are in the sulky again. ~ ' 

When the second pair come from the track 
they, too, are looked after with expedition, 
and ‘the fifth and sixth horses of that day's 
“shift’’ are made ready for the track. 
When their mile has been stepped the first 
pair is harnessed for their second heat, and 
so it goes until all the half dozen horses 
have gone their three or five heats, as the 
case may be. As s00n as the final heat of 
each animal has been done he’ is given a 
thorough bath in tepid water and witch 
hazel. This is to guard against possible 
soreness of the muscles from the work, and 
in addition it cleans every horse from fore- 
top to fetlock, ‘and they enjoy it to the full. 
Then the legs are lightly bandaged, a coo!l- 
ing blanket is thrown over the animal, and 
it is walked in the shade of the awnings until 
thoroughly cooled out and fit for the stall. 
By this time it is evening, and when the 
men return from supper they remove the leg 
bandages and the horses are put away for 
‘the night, having previously been fed. 

Animals Are Treated Kindly. 

Mr. Castle is a firm believer in being kind 
but firm with horses. He likes them and 
goes along the row of box stalls every day 
and has a word to say to the occupant of | 
each, There is no shouting at the horses 
when they are being hitched or taken care of. 
No pulling and hauling, so often seen at 4 
training track, and as a result the Castle 
horses speedily lose the nervousness that is 
so common to high-bred animals. They are

yet there are dealers who make a specialty 
of ‘Jersey’ milk, and, of course, this Jer- 


sey milk need not come up to a higher grade | 


than 8 per cent of butter fat.

I remember that last 
year we prosecuted a surprised dealer be- 
cause of formaldehyde in the milk, and we

Occasionally they are 
much younger, and less frequently they are 
older, but the younger ones seldom get so 
far away from home that they become hope- 
lessly lost, and those who are older are 
better able to identify themselves, so they 


do not cause so much amnoyance. But the 


boy or girl, 7 or 8 years old, who strays frem 
home, and in the rush and confusion of busy 
streets cannot find the way back, is the chief 
worry of the policeman. Fee 
| 
Lost While Playing. 

In the majority of cases of missing children 
the lost ones have gone into the street to 
play and when their mothers go to look for 
them they are gone. They usually disappear 


.a@8 completely: as though the earth had 


opened and swallowed them, and when the 
discovery of their absence is made the excite- 
ment begins. » Usually the first thing the 
parehts do after they have exhausted every 
recourse of their own is to hurry to the near- 
est police station and there they often find 
their precious charges, with dirty face and 
red eyes, or get information which results 
in immediate recovery. 

Another type of lost child is the one which 
gets separated from its mother while she is 
on a shopping tour of the down-town dis- 
trict, and these cases are particularly aggra- 
yating because:of the dangers to which a 
small boy or girl is subjected in the rush and 
hurry of streets in which the large stores are 
jocated. A woman starts down-town with a 
youngster trailing at her, heels and she gets 
along quite well until she encounters the 
‘attractions. of the bargain counter. Then she 
becomes so engrossed tn what she is buying 
that she temporarily forgets her charge and 
when she recovers herself and looks around 
the little one cannot be-found. Chances are 
the child is not far away, but the crowds are 
so great that it is completely hidden from

view. When the child discovers that it has ioe 
become separated from its mother and look- Be 
ing about it sees only strange faces, it usu- 
ally begins to cry and it is this clew that aids 
policemen in picking up lost children and 
restoring them to their parents. An officer 
can tell a lost child as far as he can see one 
and he loses no time in gathering the little 
one in his arms and hurrying away to the 
nearest station. Then the real difficulty of 
handling the case presents itself. 
Usually Forget Their Names. 

Often lost children cannot tell their names, 


and they appear to be in ignorance of the 
street and number at which they reside. If 


they are in possession of these facts they 
are so frightened that their minds—tempo- 


rarily at least—become a blank, and it re- 
quires no end of questioning on the part of 
policemen to secure even the most meager 


information on the identity of the child, 
“What is your name?" a policeman will 
ask in a kind, fatherly tone. ° 
“ Eh-ya-ya-eh-ma-ma-George-B-z-z-z-o,"’

Lost Lamb Causes Excitement. 


As soon as 4 lost child is taken to a police 
station a message is sent hurrying to police 
headquarters in all parts of the city, and in 
a short time hundreds of officers are inter- 
ested. One lost child really creates more real 
‘excitement in the Police department than the 


atrest of a notorious criminal. This is due 
largely to the fact that most of the officers 
have children of their own and therefore 
take more’ than a passing interest in the chil- 
dren of other people. ; 

“It is more than. worth the ‘trouble we 


encounter in dealing with lost children to see 


a mother rush into the station and reclaim 
the lost one,”” says one big, red-faced, warm-

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HE saddest moment in a woin- 
an’s Hfe comes when she sees 
the first wrinkle.
